1. Y I is Agreed, and with good Reaſon,by Parliament, and all Perſons concerned 
entire loſs of that Trade to this Nation. 


2. That the Trade is of great Benefit to the Kingdom; and ought to be preſerved. 
3. That the Company have neither Men or Stores in their Settlements, ſufficient to 
| ſupport them, until any Proviſion can be made by the next Seſſion of Parliament; or 
are they in a Capacity to ſend any. 
4+ That ſome of their Settlements, are already loſt for Want of Supplies. 


5. That no Perſons will go to Reſide in that Climate; unleſs there be a new 


Eſtabliſhment of that Trade, whereby they may have ſuitable Encouragement, and 


Hopes of conſtant Supplies. 


6. That unleſs this Eſtabliſhment be made, during this Seſſions cf Parliament, the 


Trade will inevitably be loſt to the Nation. 


7. The Britiſh Intereſt in Africa, was Attained and Improved, by 20 Years Care 
and Conduct of the preſent Company, at the Expence of many Hundred thouſand 
Pounds, and Flouriſhed much above that of any other Nation, until the time of the 
Revolution, at which time all Perſons were admitted to Interlope upon them. 


8. That this Company had, at their beginning, an Opportunity, to Eſtabliſh 
themſelves equal to the Duteh, having much the ſame Powers and Poſſeſſions, as they 
had. 


9. That the Powers and Poſſeſſions of the Datch and French, are now ſo enlarged 
in Africa, that ſhould che Intereſt of this Nation be once loſt there, it might be im- 


poſſible ever to regain it; tho? at Millions Expence, and the loſs of many Thouſands 


of Her Majeſty's Suhjects, who in that Climate muſt die in the time ſpent, in ſuch a 
Conqueſt and new Eſtabliſhment. 


10. That the Hollanders ſolely poſſeſt of that Country, will have Ground, and the 
Work of the Natives for nothing, whereby they will be enabled to makeand fell 
Sugars, and all forts of the Products of all our Plantations at half the Price, our 
Planters can Work them, and fo conſequently ſupply all Europe there with.
